impersonal statute.

published liquor advertising, but 
it was a free and voluntary deci- 
sion. If the W. C. T. U. is going to 
'make it a matter

publishers go to great lengths to 
evad^ or break that law. 


rjn this particular instance, how- 
ver"tKe*1lggtie is unlikely .to arise. 
H. R. 1227 while apparently drawn 


to prohibit only the interstate 
handling of liquor and beer adver- 
tising actually would prohibit 
it 


entirely, because it is obvious that 
few 
if 
any 
newspapers 
and 


magazines 
could 
publish 
such 


advertising at all. A single copy 
crossing a state line would make 
the publication subject to prosecu- 
tion. 


This in itself seems to make H. 


iR. 1227 an unconstitutional pro-1 
'"posal. We tried federal prohibition 


with one amendment, and replac'ed 
jt with another: The connection is 
made pretty obvious by the follow- 
ing paragraph from the Associated 
'Press dispatch of. May 19 from

to Vietnamese ' defenders with 
French noncommissioned officers

of Yen Phu, Anxa, 


and Coquan. 


They have been under constant 


heavy mortar attack and machine- 
gun fire for nearly a' fortnight. 
Twice Anxa has thrown back big 
Vietminh infantry assaults. The de- 
fenders are outnumbered about six 
to one 


French fighters and bombers are 


heavily hitting the besieging Com- 
munist-led rebels.

During Talks

GENEVA Wl — Deadlocked East- 


West talks on Indochina resumed 
in secret today and France sought 
to limit the initial negotiations to 
a cease-fire in Viet Nam. 


French 
Foreign 
M i n i s t e r 


Georges Bidault went to the nine- 
party session prepared to sidetrack 
tor the moment the questions of 
Laos and Cambodia and concen< 
Irate on V/et Nam, where Commu- 
nist-led forces are threatening the 
Red River Delta. 


Before 
yesterday's recess the 


conference came to a dead stop 
ever French demands for an 
•. im- 


mediate withdrawal of Red troops 
from Laos and Cambodia, France 
insists the problems of these two 
kingdoms be treated 
separately 


from the proposed cease-fire in 
Viet Nam. 


French sources said the French 


delegation would seek agreement 
in principle on the proposed zones 
in Viet: Nam in which opposing 
forces would be assembled under 
Bidault's armistice plan. If suc- 
cessful in this, the French hoped 
to turn over the question of defin- 
ing the zones to a subcommittee 
of military experts. At the same 
time, the French hoped to assign 
to another subcommittee the ques 
tion of getting Vietminh forces out 
of Laos and Cambodia. 


It is generally conceded that the

Snag Hit by 
U. S. in Plan

WASHINGTON (IP) — The United 


States may run into difficulty in 
setting up a collective anti-Com- 
munist defense for Southeast Asia 
without Britain — if in the show- 
down Britain refuses to go along.
